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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not provide for, nor.does not reasonably suggest 
providing for an encapsulation mechanism for IP packets transmitted on a network. An 
exemplary view of the invention claimed can be found in Figure 5. A Tunneled IP 
packet 540 is encased inside another IP packet 530 pertaining to other information 
needed in order to correctly assemble the packet on the IP tunnel exit as well as to aid 
routing through a separate network disparate from the first network in which the original 
packet information would be unusable. This, in conjunction with the other limitations of 
the independent claims, render this case in condition for allowance.
